ENEMY AIRCRAFT 
OVERESTIMATED 


Official Observer Gives Assurance 
Allies Able to Counter New 
Machine Effectiveiy 


British General Headquarters, Jan. 
£1 (Via London, Jan, 24)—The rather 
rapid succession of British aeroplanes 
orought down by the enemy during 
recent weeks has caused some anxiety, 
it seems, lest we should be losng our 
supremacy in the air, Stories have ap- 
peared about the grave menace of a 
new type of German aeropiane, the 
Fokker, said to be faster than any 
machine of ours, and very deadly as 
a fighting weapon. The idea that we 
have nothing to equal this appears to 
be supported by the mumber of the 
easualues we have suffered, The most 
reassuring answer to all fs the re- 
markaole exploit of cne of our airmon 
who, four days ago, on January 17, 
attacked three of these Fokker's 
single-haaded and overpowered them. 

The gallant aviator, who has al- 
ready a long list of successful achieve- 
ments, was acting as escort to one of 
our other aeroplanes on reconna sance 
duty when two Fokkers suddenly ap- 
peared behind the machine Our pilot, 
who was 2,000 feet above them, dived 
immediately and picking out one of 
the hostile craft ,opened fire upon it 
with several rounds It was forced 
down and continued to dive for at 
least six thousand feet, By this time 
the second Fokker had climbed higher 
than hs British adversary from be- 
hind but our man chased up the sky, 
and came to within a hundred feet of 
the German. when he opened fire! 
ngain, After thirty rounds this ma- 
chine made a steep nose dive, follow- 
ed down about 4,500 feet by the Brit- | 
ish pilot, who saw him to earth at 
last in a plowed field 

Our pilot elimbed 
11.000 feet and discovered 
Albatross aloft behing and above one 
of our scouts. It fled after a short en- 
counter, hut .t was not the last adven- 
ture of the day, for on returning to 
our own jines, the British pilot saw 
inother Fokker among a« ttle group 
of British biplanes on reconnalsance, 
like a wolf umong.
